Bishop oí Derry 
To Retire 


THE Right Rev. Dr. J. Irvine 
Peacocke, Bishop of Derry and 
Raphoe since April, 1916, an- 
nounced, at the annual meeting of 
the Diocesan Synod in Derr 
yesterday, that he had decided to 
retire. 

Dr. Peacocke, who is a son of a 
former Archbishop of Dublin, was 
born in 1866.

He became Rector of Christ 
Church, Lisburn, three years later, 
and, after seven years there, was 
appointed to the Parish of St.

They 
have prised the Germans from their 
positions on the west bank of the 
Savio River, and have them retreat- 
ing to their next river line, the 
Bevano, six miles from Forli. 
Marshal Kesselring’s forces are 
retreating, and fighting for the 
Bevano crossings has begun. On 
the Bologna front, American troops 
have captured Monte Belmonte, 
Officially described as a key posi- 
tion, which has been holding up 
Allied progress eight and a half 
miles south of. Bologna. 
The most important gains are 
those scored by the Eighth Army in 
overcoming the Savio River defences.
